be and the same is hereby approved and 
its im m ediate 
consideration by the 
house and passage after reasonable de­ 
bate, is recommended aud urged." 
In pursuance of this resolution Mr. 
Overstreet of Indiana, who introduced 
and who is in general charge of it, will 
subm it a resolution asking th at a spe­ 
cial rule be reported for the im m ediate 
consideration of the 
measure. 
The 
terms of this special rule are practically 
agreed upon, and provide that the de­ 
bate will begin next Monday, with a 
final vote at the close of the week. 
The unanimous approval given to the 
bill came after two hours of discussion 
and tho adoption of two amendments 
approved by the framers of the bill.

Chicago Record from the City of Mexico 
says: 
Judge Marsden C. Burch of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., has arrived in the City 
of Mexico. 
He conies as a special coun­ 
sel for the department of justice at 
Washington, on an errand relating to 
the Rio Grande Valley irrigation dis­ 
pute, the only poiut of disagreement 
between the United States and Mexico, 
the latter country having filed a claim 
$20,OOO,(MKI damages. 
The normal flow 
of the Rio Grande for centuries has 
been sufficient for the people on both 
sides adjourning. 
During the past 50 years the irriga­ 
tion of Colorado and New Mexico has 
consumed so much from tho headwat­ 
ers that the stream along theinterntion- 
a1 boundary has been lowered propor­ 
tionately. 
Above and below El Paso, 
the ancient irrigation ditches are now 
dry, and fertile fields and orchards are 
a waste. 
This is the basis of the chain 
of Mexia?. 
The American government 
has endeavored to arrange the question 
on its equities. 
During President Cleveland's admin­ 
istration an English syndicate started 
to dam the river at Elephant butte, 125 
miles above El Paso, and thus to control 
water for irrigation 
The syndicate of­ 
fers to sell the water thus impounded 
in its reservoir to fanners for 200 miles 
down the valley on the American side. 
The Mexican government claimed the 
scheme w »^ a violation of the Guada­ 
lupe treaty, and an injunction was filed 
on the English company ou behalf of 
both countries. 
Meantime atlthe suggestion of Gen. 
Anson Hills, negotiations were com­ 
menced for the‘building of an interna­ 
tional dam near El Paso, whereby the 
ancient waterworks might be restored. 
The English company fought tho gov­ 
ernment scheme. 
The injunction ob­ 
tained was dissolved by the territorial 
courts of New Mexico, but the supreme 
court of the United States reversed the 
decision aud the case was reopened be­ 
fore the oourt at Las Cruces, in the gov­ 
ernmental defense. 
The Rio Grande is 
classed as a navigable stream and the 
claim is made that the English dam 
would impair'the usefulness of the river. 
Judge Burch is here to obtain proof on 
this head and will appear for the United 
States at Las Cruces coart Dec. 12. 
The preliminary survey for a railway 
across the state of Oaxaca, from Quite- 
pec station to Motoronago is contem­ 
plated. 
The road will connect most of 
the coffee lands of Oaxaca with Vera 
Cruz, including large tracts operated by 
Chicago and New York capital.

of a reciprocity treaty with the United 
States 
It has been the expectation of 
the authorities that this would be the 
effect of the treaty of reprocity negoti­ 
ated with France, not only upon Ger­ 
many, hut on all Europe ai well. When 
Its operation* begins the authorities say 
that German interests will immediately 
begin to feel its effect. 
The boards of trade throughout the 
German empire are of a semiofficial 
chara' ter and preliminary to the trade 
negoitations it is customary for the Ger­ 
man government desires to obtain the 
views of the several boards of trails 
which in the past have been hostile lo 
American products. 
The dispatch from Berlin showing the 
necessity for Germany of a commercial 
arrangement with the United States in­ 
dicates to the officials that the boards 
of trade are beginning to appreciate the 
effect of the commercial agreement with 
Fra nee and fear the injury which will 
be done by the treaty, and instead op­ 
posing concessions will now be willing 
that the government should take action. 
While proposals have been exchanged 
between the two governments, the Ber­ 
lin authorities have been waiting for 
favorable public opinion before pushing 
th# negotiations to completion. 
The president'* recommendation thai 
congress authorize an invitation to Ger­ 
many for the constitution of a joint 
commission of scientific experts and 
practical men of affairs to conduct a 
searching investigation of food produc­ 
tion ami exportation in both counties 
and report remedial measures, is not to 
affect the reciprocity negotiations with 
Germany, provided that government is 
willing to push the matter, although 
the president specifically states that 
such investigations should be made in 
connection with the pending reciprocity 
negotiations. 
The administration does 
not propose to delay the negotiations 
when they are eat neatly commenced by 
investigation,provided the German gov­ 
ernment shows a disposition to hasten 
them to a conclusion.

■cerned so bright a few day* ago, has 
again faded into the uncertain future. 
Much has been accomplished during 
the last few weeks, aud the campaign* 
ing has been almost phenomenal In th* 
dreadful weather, through devastated 
country, across swollen rivers, along 
roads that are impassible for wagons, 
and artillery and in some cases for cav­ 
alry, the advance of the troops bars 
be«n so rapid, and in so many directions | 
that they often have been beyond the 
militaiy telegraph lines, and operation* 
necessarily have been independently; 
conducted by the field commanders, ; 
The army is rightfully proud. 
The insurgents have had a series of 
routs and disasters. 
The slaughter hail 
been great 
They have lost a large j 
quantity of supplies and munitions of 
war and more than ! OOO armed men sur 
rendered or captured during their re* j 
treat of the laet few weeks. Their gov* 
eminent is scattered or captured. What 
of it is at liberty is in flight A portion 
of Aguinaldo*! family is in our lines. j 
Aguinaldo himself is a fugitive. 
Notwithstanding all 
these things, 
there is no reason for an extreme opti- j 
rnistio view of the situation. 
Nothing 
more is heard of having the rebellion i 
stamped out in the course of a few days. 
That sort of talk only lasted while the 
insurgent leaders were slipping away 
last week. 
The field commanders now 
think the end is still afar. 
It is admitted that little is definitely 
known of the present strength or where­ 
abouts of the insurgents. 
Aguinaldo*! 
army is estimated from 20,000 to 80,000 
armed men, scattered throughout the 
islands. 
There are 45,000 American sol­ 
diers now in the Philippines, 35,000 be­ 
ing in Luzon. 
Still we hold less than 
one-third of the area of Luzon, but what 
we have is the most desirable of the ter­ 
ritory. 
All of the 65,000 American
